The Water Question. 

Editors Constitution; The water ques- 
tion, which has for some time disturbed the 
quiet ot the city, bas, I am gratified to learn, at 
last been solved and forever putatrest. Bat, 
strange to say, this solution of the vexed ques- 
tion has not been the result, as we are informed, 
of an investigation of the subject by euch tedi- ) 
.ous and expensive modes as an an*lysis of 
the water or other tests requiring time 
and money, nor by the at pr sent popular 
made of solving doubtful problems—a ‘'com- 
mission,’’ but simply by resolution as passed at 
the last meeting of the city council. 

In your report of the proceedings of that meet- 
ing I find the following : 

“Alderman MeMill.n offered a resolution de- 
claring the water in the city wells pure and un- 
adulterated, which was passed.” 

We regret that your reporter did not give us 
the resoiution entire. the discus-ion, vote &c, 
upon this neat, repid and by no means expen-< 
sive mode of solving vexed sanitary problems. 
But, perhaps, this is of no importance 
as the city council ha\e, in 
language unmistakable declared the water of 
the welis of the city “pure and unadulterated.” 
This should certainly be concivsive. No ane, 
after the passage of this resolution, can doubt 
the purity of the water from the wells in the 
centra) portion of the city. 

It is true, that some of the veak-minded may 
imagine that the tasie apd smell of the water in 
certain portions of the city is not such as should 
be expect: d from ‘pure aod unadulterated wa- 
ter.” It is evident, however, after this res_lu 
tion of the city council, that the defect 
is not in the water, but in the 
taste and smelling organs of the benighted in- 
dividuals. 

While upon the sanitary condition of thecity, 
the city courcil should have gone further, and, 
by resolation, quieted the fears of those who 
doubt the propriety, at lea*t in asanitary poi t 
of view, in using the garbage from the gu:ters 
with anima! ard vegetabie matters collected 
from other points in making fills in the streets 
gud sinks in the populous portions of the city, 
and in some instances fiiig and ieveling side. 
walks with the same material. 

Fe quiet the fears of al 
such weak minded individu als I 
would suggest that they pass a resolution at the 
next meeting of the council to the effect that 


Let there be a full attendance. 


Opposite this entry under the head of remarks 
was this endorsement :

—The sane paper ha3 this: Two and 
one-half miles west of Lost n, and in 
one hundred vards of the A. & G. R. 
R., are the “Sinks,” a fre k of nature 
wéil worth the attention of the curiosity 
hunter. A little northeast of Boston 
three branches unite which form the 
head waters of the Aucilla river, as it 
is called after it reaches Florida. This 
is the real Aucilla. Ten to fifteen 
miles northwest of Boston, two smail 
streams rise whicn unite and 
form what is also called the An- 
ciila. At Moore’s bridge it is a 
narrow, but deep and rapid stream. 
Still further on, it furnishes the power 
whieh moves the machinery of Eason’s 
splendid grist mil, and a short distance 
below this, em plies: into the Sinks, 
where its waters pass off by a subter - 
rapean. outiet, except at a very high 
time, when its sur plus water is carried 
by means of a “slue” about ene mile 
long into the Aucilla proper. When 
the waters are high, the Sinks appear 
like an irregular lake abou: half a mile 
long, but the proper time to view 
them js when the water is low. 
Then they present a gloomy and 
weird-like appearance. Standing on 
the banks you see below you a 
yawning chasm sixty feet deep, with a 
tiny rivulet running along the bottom 
untilit reactes the main basin It 
usually. abounds in fish, especially 
beam and tvout. It seems to be a 
couceded fact that some of these come 
up through the outlet which carries off 
tie water. The water has been known 
to run effin two hours with a gurgling, 
roaring sound. From these sinks there 
is a reguiar chain of sinks to the Mick- 
asukie, and thence to the headwaters 
of the Wakalla river.

Judge Junius Hillyer, his father, was pres- 
ent, and his pleasure at the elevation of his soy 
to this high office of honor and responsibility, 
was one of the happiest incidents of the occa- 
sion. Judge Hillyer himeelf won his title by 
distinguished service upon the bench of the 
famous western circuit when it was the home 
and battle-ground of the finest bar in the south.

isa gentleman of fine physique and appear- 
ance, medium height, round and full form ;a 
finely moulded head, with evidences ef strength 
aud intellectual force prominent; a florid com- 
plexion and clear. kiad eyes, giving animation 
to a countenance that is ever genia‘ and pre- 
possessing. 

A BRIEF BIOGRAPHY 
of this gentleman reveais to us a career Of hon- 
orable usefulness and the promise of higher 
service to the state iu his new position. 

Judge George Hiliyer is a son of ex~-Judge 
Junius Hillyer, and was born in Athens, Clarke 
county, Georgia, on the 17th day of March, 1835, 
and is now forty-two years of age. He removed 
with his father’s family to Walton county in 
1847 and was there prepa‘ed for college at a 
grammer school, taught by Hon. Wesley W. 
Thomas, now of Newnan, Ga , and the present 
representative of Coweta county in the Georgia 
legislature. He was an apt and progressive 
student and when he entered Mercer university 
was known as one of the most promising young 
men in the institution. He graduated from 
Mercer in the class of 1854,in August of that 
year. 

Six months later, in February. 1855, he was 
admitted tothe barof the Western circuit at 
Monroe, Walton county, and at once began and 
maintained until the breaking out of the war 
a successiul practice of hie profession. 

He became a popular man amoung the pcople 
and in 1857 he waa returned bythe county as 
its representative in the legislature, serving 
honorably and acceptably during the sessions 
of 1857-8. His promivent characteristics as a 
legislator were caution. inyestigatiou of popular 
wacts and remedies, and assiduous attention to 
duty. He was chosen assistant clerk of the 
house of representatives of the staie legislature 
in 1858 and in 1860 was made chief clerk, in both 
positions serving with care, Vigilance and entire 
acceptability. 

When the vivil war opened he raised a compa- 
ny in Walton county and in May 1861 went with 
it, as its captain, to thefront. In this command 
“he served with coolness, bravery and meritori- 
ous zeal until the fall of 1863,when he was call >d 
to take the auditorship of the Western and At- 
lantic (State) road, in which highly responsible 
position he did excellent and valuable service 
and manifested those superb aualities which 
have ever since strongly characterized all his 
Jabors. 

At the close of the war he opened a law office 
in this city and has siuce pursued the practic: 
of his profession here, building up a most lucra- 
tive business and having a splendid clientelle 

His position atthe bar bas never beenan equiv 
ocal one and for years oe has ranked co-equal 
with the leaders of the profession in this city, 
whose baris unequalled jor ability and bril- 
liancy by any in the state. 

During the year 1870-°74 he was the state sena- 
tor from this district ani was a very laborious 
end efficient worker in the days of Geor.ia’s 
redemption from the toils and wrecks of radi- 
calism. He was anotable figure in that body 
during his service there. 

_ Of late years he has, ide Ya diaharteeinh ip with 
his brother, Hon. Heury Hillyer, one of the 
present representatives irom thiscounty. His 
present appointment as judge of this circuit isa 
deserved compliment to his worth and great 
legal ability and that he will faithfully an‘ 
honorably discharge the high trust is the confi- 

dent essprance which every citizen has who 
knows the man.

Bill” amongst the dentists of Atlanta.) We be 
Heve; a8 professiOual meu, that merit 
and ability are our enfficieat §  ad- 
veriisement, and as practitioners of a 
libéral profession, are ever willing to extend our 
services to the nucedsof humanity and adapt 
them tothe pecuniary conditiou of our patients. 

This card is issued priucip My to place our 
dental societies iu their proper attitude before 
the people, forifthey were permittel to judge 
of them from the tenor of Wm Crenshaw’s ad- 
vertisement, they would naturally conclude 
they were mere “trades uuioas.." Wm OC 
knows the Value of his services better than any 
one, and has a perfict right to place his own 
estimate upon them, but he has ne right direct- 
ly or indirectly to misiepresent bodies of sen 
tleman with whom he, by bis own statement, 
has no connection, ‘nd whose aims he must 
have thoroughly misunderstood, when he had 
the honor of being enrolled amongst them.

CODE OF ETHICS. 
ARTICLE I--THE DUTIES OF THE PROFESSION TO 
1HEIR PATIENTS a 

Sec. 1. The deutist should ever be ready to 
r2spond to the wants of his patrons, and should 
fnlly recognize the obligations involved in the 
discharge of his duties toward them. As they 
are, in most cases, unable to estimate the char~« 
acter of his operations, his own sense of right 
must guarantee faitnfuluess in their perfor 
mance. His manner should be firm, yet kind 
and sympathizing, eo as to g in the respect and 
confidence of his patients, and even the simplest 
case committed to his care shouid receive that 
attention which is due to operations periormed 
ou living. sensitive tissue. 

Sec. 2. It is not expected that the patient will 
possess a very extended, or a very accurate 
knowledge of professional matters. Theden tist 
should make due al!owauce for this, patiently 
explaining magy things that may appear quite 
clear to himself, thus endeavoring to educate the 
public mind, so that it will properly appreciate 
the benificent efforts of eur profession. He 
should encourage no hope by promising success, 
when in the nature of the case there is uncer- 
tainty. 

Sec. 3. The dentist shoula be temperate in all 
things, keeping both mind and body in the best 
possibile health, that his patients may have the 
benefit of that clearness of judgment and skill, 
which is their right, 

ARTICLE II—MAINTAINING PROFESSIONAL CHAR- 
ACTaR, 

Sec. 1. A member of the dental profession is 
bound to maintain its honer, and labor earn- 
es.ly to extend its sphere of usefulness, He 
should avoid everythingin language and con- 
duct, calculated to dishonor his profession, and 
Should ever manifest a due. resnect for his 
brethren.. The young should show special 
respect to their seniors; the aged, special en- 
couragement to their juniors. 

Sec. 2. The persona and office arrangements of 
the dentist should indicate that he isa gentle. 
man ;'and he should sustain a high-toned moral 
character. 
See. 3. It is unprofessional. to resort ‘to 
public a@vertisements, bhandbilis, posters, or 
signs, callisg attention to peculiar styles of 
work, lowness of prices, special modes of ope- 
rating ; or toclaim superiority over neighbor- 
ing practitioners; to peblish reports of cases, 
or certificates in public pri: ts; to go from house 
to. house to solicit or perform operations; to re- 
commend or circulate nostrums; or to perform 
any other similzr acts, 
Sec. 4. When consulted by the patient of an- 
other practitioner, the dentist should guard 
against inquiries or hints disparaging to the 
family dentist, or calculated to weaken the pa- 
tieut’s confidence in him, and if the interests of 
the patient will mot be endangeréd there.y, the 
case should be temporarily treated, and refer- 
red back to the family dentist. 
Sec. .5. When general rule shall have 
beeu adopied by membérs of the profession 
practicing in the same localities in relation to 
fees, 1t is umprofegsional an@ dishonorable to 
depari from those rules, exeept where variation 
of circumstances require it. And it is ever to 
be regarded as unprefessional to warrant opera- 
tions or work, as an indue_ ment to patronage. 
ARTICLE Ii—THE RELATIVE DUTIES OF DENTISTS 
AND PHYSICIANS. 
Dental surgery is a specialty in medical] sci- 
euce. Physicians and dentists should both bear 
this in mind. The dentist is professionally 
limited to diseases of the dental organs and the 
mouth. Wiih these he should be morefamiliar 
than che genera) practit.oner is expected to be, 
and while he recognizes the superiority of the 
phys‘cian in regard to the diseases of the gener- 
al system, the latter is under equal obligations 
to respect bis higher attainments in his speciaity. 
When this principle goveras, there can be no 
conflict or even diversity of professionel inter~ 


any } esis.

permit. In such cases, vagrant and nuisance, 
are synonymous terms. AS a COonsequerce oO 
thisrule there are now many on the chain- 
gang, both male and female, and the com ™uni- 
ty are relieved of the nuisavces This has 
given quiet and relief to our good citizens, that 
otherwise they wo”ld not have, This course 
steadily parsued, will in time rid the cityo. 
them. But learning from the evidence and 
otherwise that this }oung woman, wh. was the 
youngest of the three, had a father who was 
residiug in the country not far distant, I made 
an exception to my rule in her favor, and puta 
fine of twenty-five doilars and cost, or the pub 
lic works for twelve months asan alternative 
Although the youngest of tae three, the eyi- 
dence of her age, taken in connection with oth- 
er evidenca, could not impre*s any one with 
her extreme youth and innocence. The testi- 
mony was that her mother died before the war, 
given by ove who claimed to! nov her parents, 
and her frum her very early 
childhood. Be this as it may. 
she was young, a female of the Caucasian race. 
and I did allin my power to save her from the 
chain gang. The chain gang has an awiul 
sound, and itis awful toa y one of proper sen™ 
sibi:ities, but it does uot follow that every one 
*s2ntenced there without regard to sex, or Other 
conditions, is chained. The superi.tendent 
uses his Ciscretion, and while some are never 
chained, there are yet others who are put upon 
their word of honor. But withiu the limits og 
my judicial discretion, [ tried to save hr frou 
any connection with the county chain gang, 
auu she would have been so saved haa her 
father or any re:ation or triends, or any number 
oi the latter, thought enough of her to rescue 
her from that fate. It was n0 mercy or kindness 
to keep her off the gang, unless some refuge 
was provided for her. For wi hont the latter, 
she necessarily would relapse into her usual 
habits and associations, which, morally and 
socially speaking, were at least no better than the 
chain gang. I[ know it is -reyolting to 
the feelings of every one to have a white 
female sentenced to the chain gang under the 
worst circumstances, apd it is not pos.ible for 
any one to have this feeling more intensely than 
myself, butinour pies._nt legal and political 
ptate the courts are forbidden to mase any dis 
crimination ‘on accouut of race, color or pre 
vious condition of servitude;’’ and also alas! for 
the degradation of human nature—even white 
human nature—yes, even white female huma 
nature. In prosecution of my purpose to suve 
her from the chain gang, I directei Mr. Collins, 
the clerk, who luad had a personal acqudintan « 
with her father, to write him the coadition © 
his daughter at ouce. He did so, but soon re- 
ported after the time had elapsed for a repiy, 
that ncne had come. Not despairing, 1 directed 
him to write again, which he hid, bat as befure, 
withoutavail. If itis true she could not live 
with ber father because of her step-mother, thx 
did not reiieve him from the responsibility of 
esring for his minor daughter, aad if he 
couid not do so in his family, thea as best he 
could.
